He Letters from the Camp before Gi- 
bralrar of the 20th of this Month, fay, 
That notwithftanding the bad Wea- 
ther and the continual Rains, the Be- 
fiegers had work'd without Intermiflion 
in preparing the Batterries ; waiting for the Ammu- 
nitions which the contrary Wind had hindred from 
coming from Cadix. From the 7th to the 16th they 
had not one Soldier kill’d or wounded. The 17th 
the Marquis dé Bracar, Major-General, and the 
Count de Merade, Brigadier, mounted the Trenches, 
and had not 2 Man kill’ or wounded. The bad 
Weather which ftill continued, grew fo boifterous 
the 18th, that 8 French Men of War were driven 
from the Entrance of the Bay of Gibraltar, and only 
5 were lefe: We know not whither the Tempeft has 
carried thofe 8 Ships. There was not a Man kill’d 
or wounded, the 18th and 19th ; on the laft of which 
the Trenches were reliev'’d by Don Jofeph de Armen- 
daris, and the Marquis de Maulevrier. 
From the Paris and Bruffel Gazettes, April 11 & 14. 
Pars, April 11. We have receiv’d Advice from 
Malaga, that the Baron de Pointis being at an An- 
chor with his Squadron of 13 Ships the 20th of 
March, under Cape Carnero, at the Entrance into 
the Bay of Gibraltar, a hard Guft of Wind drove 
from their Anchors, the St. Louis, the Diamant, the 
Eclatant, the Vermandois, the Mercure, and the 
Eole, which ftood rowagds Malaga ; and the Maure 
and the Rubis, which made towards Cadix. The 
21 at Day-break, he faw 35 Englifh Ships of War 


. coming upon him ; which oblig’d him to cut his Ca- 


bles ana hoife all the Sail he could, to get into the 
Mediterranean. He doubled the Cape of Europa ; 


‘but it being a long time fince his Ships were ca- 


reen’d ; and thofe of the Enemy, part of which ar- 
riv'd newly from England, being lately clean’d, they 
foon got up with him and over-power’d him with 
their Number. The Arrogant (of 56 Guns) the 
greateft part of whofe Crew were fick, could not 
make a long Refiftance, bur the other 4 fought from 
10 in the Morning till. 2 in the Afternoon, with ex- 
traordinary Vigour. The Enemp boarded the Mar- 
quis. (of 53 Guns) and the Ardent, (of 66 Guns) 
commanded by rhe Sieurs Patoulet, and de Mons, 
thrice, and were beaten off ; but the 4th Time they 
moferd them, Then the Baron de Pointis, in the 
Magnanime (of 74 Guns) refolv’d to make his Way 
through the Enemy,’ and with him the Sieur Lau- 
thier, in the Lis (of 88 Guns) in which they fucceed- 
ed beyond their Hopes, and ran themfelves afhore at 
Marbella, Eaftward of Malaga, where they burnt 
their Ships as foon as their Crews had got out of 
them.” Of the 8 Ships that were driven from their 
Anchors, 6 are arriv’d at Toulon and 2 at Cadix.

But taking the Story as we already have it, this Oc- 
currence is a very happy one for the Allies, if we von- 


fider all Circumftances. The Martha! de Theffe was’ 


come to the Camp before Gibraltar, to have the Glo-

from Lisbon till the 17th, and without a very fair 
Wind could not arrive time enough. Mean time the 
Baron de Pointis being inform’d the Convoy from 
England was arriv’d at Lisbon, and rightly judging 
Sir John Leake would not delay to come with 2 
more numerous Squadron than his, refolv’d not to 


~ wait for him, bur to go to Toulon with fome of his 


Ships, purfuant to the Orders he had receiv’d from 
the Court of France; but, ‘tis reported, other very 
prefling Orders from the Court of Madrid oblig’d 
him to ftay, and not to retite till he was under the 
laft Neceffity of doing it, to the end he might favour 
the Affault thar was to be given. Things ftanding 
thus, on the 21ft at Break of Day, he was furpriz'd 


~ and furrounded fo fuddenly, that he had neither 


Time nor Means to difengage himfelf. Thus every 
thing has favour'd the Allies, norwithftanding the 


- Delays that were on their Part; and every thing has 


gone againft the Enemy, notwithftanding their Dili-

-certed. *Tis to be hop’d this Occurrence will be no 
lefs happy in the Confequences of it; that nor only 
Gibraltar will be faved, but thar the Defigns form’d 
for the enfuing Campaign will fucceed very much 
the better for it.
